Serving with them 
in an advisory capacity as co-executors 
will be Rev. W. W. Memminger, Ale t- 
ander C. King and Beverly“ M. DuBose.’ 

Beverly DuBose will receive 31.000 a 
year until he is 28 years of age. At 
that time, if he desires it, he will re- 
ceive $15,000 in cash, the annuity ceas- 
ing with this gift. If he marries be- 
fore he is 28, the will provides, “and 
desires to invest the amount named 
($15,000), or any part thereof, in a 
home, then such amount is to be paid 
over to him at that time for such pur- 


pose and the annuity is to be abated 


in proportion as such amount so paid 
over to him bears to the sum of fif- 
teen thousand dollars.“ Upon his thir- 
ty-second birthday Mr. DuBose is to be 
presented with $10,000. 


CODICILS

The original will was drawn in No- 
vember, 1912, in Atlanta, while codicils 
were drawn at later dates in Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore. The wording of 
the codicils indicates that the deceased 
was not able to recall Whether he had 
made all the bequests that he destred 
to make in the original, and it is in 
the first of the codicils that he confers

The “girls” had made up and were 
togged out in their flimsy stage rai- 
ment when they were ordered to “get 
ready” for Judge Johnson's police mat- 
inee. Such a hurrying and scurrying 
was never seen behind the footlights 
before. One girl kept on her green 
tights and draped them with her street 
costume. The green was one of the 
color schemes in the courtroom. 

The audience, composed of bald- 
heads and giddy youths, made a hasty 
exit, but many of them drifted into 
the court and took back seats.

William H. Orpet, Univer-

ORPET LODGED IN JAIL 


ON CHARGE OF MURDER 


Accused Student Describes 
His Last Meeting With Be- 
trayed Girl and How She 
Begged Him Not.to Desert 
Her for Another—Her Plea 
Spurned, She Drank Poison 


Chicago, February 12.—William FH. 
Orpet, Universitt of Wisconsin junior, 
who is said to have left Marian Fran- 
ces Lambert, whom he had jilted, to 
die of poison in Helm's woods at Lake 
Forest, a suburb, was charged with 
murder today and held in the Wauke- 
gan jail without ball. 

Orpet, who is 20 years old, is said 
by Ralph J. Daly, state’s attorney at 
Waukegan, to have admitted to him 
that he had been intimate with the 
girl, who was but 18 years old. He 
is said to have stated further that 
Miss Lambert had feared for four 
months that she was to become a 

other despite drugs that Orpet pur - 
chased for her, and which made her ill. 

Orpet, it is charged, made a secret 
trip from Madison to Lake Forest jast 
Tuesday night. It is said he called the 
girl on.the telephone and made an 
appointment wich was kept in the 
woods next morning: At this inter- 
view Orpet said that he told her he 
was to marry a Miss Celestia Youker. 

Charged He Saw Girl. 

It is said that she-then took a quick- 
acting poison and that Orpet saw her 
die. Frightened, he rushed away and 
returned to Madison. The next day, 
Thursday, the body was found. 

Before leaving Madison Orpet is said 
to have tried to arrange an alibi. He 
wrote a letter to Miss Lambert: and 
left it in the hands of a friend to be 
mailed. Wednesday afternoon. At that 
time he was on his way back to the 
university. He had left his room at a 
boarding house tn a condition’ to sug- 


gest that he had occupied it Puesday,| 


night. 

Miss Youkér is said to be an in- 
structor in chemistry at a normal 2eol- 
legt at Dekalb, III. 
a schoolmate of Orpet’s at Lake For- 
est before he went to the university. 

The prisoner is an athietic looking 
young man. To a reporter he said: 

1 met her by appointment in the 
woods. I told her not to tell anyone 
I was coming. I mussed up my bed in 
the boarding house at Madison so my 
landlady would think I had been there. 
I arrived at Lake Forest late Tuesday 
night. I called her by telephone at 
her home. I told her 1 would be wait- 
ing the next morning at the Sacred 
Heart station of the Chicago and Mil- 
waukee electric line, 

Told Her He Was Done, 

“I saw her when she passed toward 
the station with her chum, Josephine 
Davis. I was hiding behind a tree, 
and beckoned to her. Soon she came 
back. 

“We started walking. I told her I 
was through with her.’ She cried and 
begged me not to give her up. We 
walked and talked in the woods about 
two hours. = 
Finally I told her there was no use 
talking any longer—that I had made 
up my mind I was going to marry 
Miss Celestia Youker. I started away. 

J heard her cry out for me to come 
back. I kept on walking. 

“I was quite a distance away when 
I turned again. I saw her fall to the 
ground. I ran back, I saw she was 
dying 

— remained with her until I was sure 
She was dead. Then I hurried to the 
station and took an electric car and 
came to Chicago. I caught a train 
right out for Madison. Then I sent a 
letter to her. I didn’t tell anyone 
about what had happened, because I 
feared it might reflect on her good 
name.“ 

Father to Aid Accused. 

O. E. Orpet, father of the prisoner 
and superintendent of the Cyrus Me- 
Cormick estate at Lake Forest, retain- 
ed James H. Wilkerson, former United 
States district attorney, here, to de- 
fend his son. 

State’s Attorney Daly at Waukegan 
said tonight: 

“We had to charge Orpet with mur- 
der, because it was the only way we 
could hold him. He is the man who 
was with the girl, but there are other 
things to be cleared up. We haven't 
found where the poison came from; we 
have not fathomed why Orpet was so 
careful to framefin alibi; we can't find 
the container in which the poison was 
kept.” 

Miss Youker’s home was called over 
the -long-distance telephone tonight, 
but elicited only the statement that 
she was too ill to answer the telephone. } 
It was learned that Miss Youker was 
taken ill last Sunday. 

Orpet’s incarceration came after stren-

Following an examination of sericite 
deposits of Pickens and Gilmer coun- 
ties by H. K. Shearer, assistant state 
geologist, S. W. McCallie, state geolo- 
gist, has issued a comprehensive report 
dealing with the deposits. 

The physical character of the mineral 
suggests a number of uses, according 


to the geologist, and it is predicted 


that should the present high price of 
potash continue, there will be some de- 
velopment along the line of extracting 
potash from sericite. 

Mr. McCallie discourages the sug- 
gestion that the mineral be put on the 
market in its orude, untreated state 
as a substitute for soluble potash. It 
is less soluble, the report states, than 
common window glass finely powdered, 

The complete report dealing with 
sericite follows: 


The sericite deposits of Pickens and Gil- 
hich have recently been. ex- 

amined by K. K. Shearer, assistant state 
geologist, are located 4 or & miles south- 
west of Jasper, Pickéns county, and in the 
vicinity of Talona, Gilmer county.

“Sericite is a soft, unctuous compact min- 
eral with a silky lustre. It ig a form of 
white mica or muscovite; made up of closely 
packed, elongated scales, and when car- 
ries 11,8 per cent of potash in a chemical 
combination with alumina, silica and water. 

“The physical character of sericite sug- 
gests a number of uses. The fact that it 
can be easily ground into a fine, highly 
lustrous powder suggests its use for the 
same purpose as ground mica—as a lubri- 
cant, in the manufacture of wall paper, 
etc, It can also be used for foundry fac- 
ing, in the manufacture of automobile tires, 
as well as for making mica board for eleo- 
trical purposes, etc. 

Its chemical composition has recently at- 
tracted considerable attention as a probable 
source of potash and alumina. Pure samples 
of sericite from Pickens county run 10 per 
cent or more in potash and from 80 per cent 
to 35 per cent alumina. I have been ad- 
vised by one of the patentees of a process 
for extracting potash from silicates that the 
Georgia sericite, on account of its at 
purity, offers a very promising material for 
the extraction of potash. Should the high 
price of potash long continue there its Hkely 
to be some developmient along this line in 
the near future. 

“In addition to the uses as here enumer- 
ated, I am advised that parties are con- 
siding the advisability of putting sericite in 
its crude, untreated state on the market ag 
a substitute for soluble potash. I seriously 
question the beneficial effect of the material 
for this purpose, owing to the insoluble con- 
dition in which its potash content occurs, 
It is quite likely that in case the sericite 
is ground very fine, say to a 200 mesh, it 
would be slightly soluble in a soil, but not 
to such a degree as to be of any very 
great value as & fe 3 

“That this statement is not overdrawn is 
proven by the insolubility of mica or seri- 
cite, which occurs very abundant in all of 
our Piedmont soils. Mica is one of our most 
insoluble minerals and is frequently found 
more or less abundant in soils when feldspar 
and other constituents of granite-like rocks 
are broken down into kaolin or other weath- 
ered products. To state this fact differently, 
so that it may be more fully understood, 
I would say that sericite in 4 finely pow- 
dered condition is probably less soluble than 
— window glass in the same condi-

bearing upon the final decision. 

A high official today declaréd it was 
not fair to say at this time that the 
views of the United States on armed 
merchant vessels were absolutely in 
accord with the views of Germany and 
Austria. Officials will make no de- 
cision until the official texts have been 
received from Berlin and Vienna. Un- 
til they arrive state department offi- 
cials will reserve comment: 


GERMANY PECTS 
AMERICAN PRORT. 

Berlin, February 12.— (Via London.) 
The Berlin newspapers publish dis- 
patches from the United States an- 
nouncing that it is expected that the 
Washington administration will soon 
issue a warning, to Americans not to 
travel on armed merchantmen. 

The newspaper says that this an- 
nouncement comes at a timely moment 
to confirm the hopes entertained in 
Germany that the new policy enunci- 
ated in the German memorandum which 
declare. that armed merchantmen will 
be treated by Germany after February 
29 as w-rships would be found to con- 
form to the revised ideas of the state 
department on the conduct of subma- 
rine warfare and hence tend to sim- 
plify in the future the situation be- 
tween Germany and America on this 
issue. Official circles felt but little 
apprehension regarding the reception 
of the memorandum by the American 
government or e possibility that it 
would complicate the settlement of the 
Lusitania issue. It is stated that a re- 
port from Baron Zwiedinek von Su- 
denhorst, the Austro-Hungarian charge 
at Washington, describing a conversa- 
tion with Secretary Lansing regarding 
the disarmament proposals, has given 
to German and the Austrian govern- 
ments a definite idea of the American 
positions. The main amxiety felt by 
the German authorities has been with 
regard to the reception which would 
be accorded to the memorandum by 
the press and public opinion in the 
United States. 

The newspapers of Germany agree 
in saying that it is scarcely correct to 
refer to the policy announced in the 
memorandum as new, since Germany, 
eve before the war, officially had 
taken the position that ships armed in 
accordance with Mr. Churchill’s plan 
lose entirely their peaceful non- 
combatant privileges, and that their 
crews should be treated not even as 
belligerents, but as pirates. 


To Be Regarded as Piracy. 


They say that an amendment was 
incorporated in German 7 7 regula- 
tions on June 22, 1914, which provided 
that every hostile act of armed .mer- 
chantmen was to be regarded as piracy, 
and that the crews should be dealt 
with “according to the regulations 
covering extraormina military law 
and procedure.“ 

The newspapers point ‘out that the 
memorandum does not go to extremes, 
but allows armed merchantmen the 
privileges of warships; that is, the 
crews, if captured, are to be tregted as 

soners of war and the ships, al- 
though liable to be attacked and sunk 
without warning, are entitled to cer- 
tain rights of surrender. All German 
warships, and not submarines only, are, 
a cording to the memorandum, to applx 
these rules, and, therefore, they argu 
the memorandum is not exactly a new 
development of submarine warfare. 

The naval experts quote certain 
British newspapers as opposed to the 
Churchill measure, to indicate that 
even in England the dangers for crews 
and passengers on armed merchantmen 
was recognized before the war. 

The German press is unanimously 
expressing commendation of the mem- 
orandum which, however, does not go 
far enough to satisfy some of the 
writers. Count Reventlow, for in- 
stance, says that insistence should be 
made on “the inherent right of the 
German nation to make use of any 
weapon which it needs in the struggle 
for existence.” 

He adds: “It is more important for 
the German empire and its people that 
unfréstricted use be made of the sub- 
marine weapon on Great Britain’stom- 
merce than that good relations should 
be conserved with the ted States.” 


BARGAIN CHARGED ; 


London, February 12.— The Manches- 
ter Guardian, in an editorial on the 
German memorandum regarding armed 
merchantmen, says: N 

Germany's announcement of her in- 
tention to treat armed merchantmen As 
warships after March 1 is to be read 
in connection with the proposals which 
the United States goyernment recently | 
made to the belligerents.“ 

The editorial argues that Washing- 
ton proposes a bgrgain, the entente 
side of which is cléar, namely the sur- 
render of the right to arm merchant- 
men, but the German side of which is 
not clear.

Thomson, Ga, February 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At a meeting presided over by] 
John M. Barnes, member of the na- 
tional’ republican executive committee 
from the tenth district, Thomas E. 
Watson today made a sensational at- 
tack on the administration of Presi- 
dent Wilson, addressing an audience 
which packed the McDuffie courthouse 
to suffocation and overflowed into the 
yard. 

At the conclusion of the speech reso- 
Jutions were passed protesting against | 
the plan to indict Watson outside of 


Georgia and “resenting the slanderous |}. 


imputation that the juries of other 
states are more loyal to their oaths 
than are the juries of Georgia.” . 
“Rights of People Violated.” 

Watson was cheered throughout his 
address. Several times he referred to 
the approach of that time when’ the 
people of the country must think of 
serious action and once when he ask- 
ed if the democratic administration is 


preparing to do what King John did thy 


— “Disregard the rights of the people 
and violate Magna Charta“ —a man in 
the crowd yelled, “That will only mean 
another war.” 

Watson went over plank by plank 
the Cordele platform adopted by the 
seventh Georgia rally of Farmers’ 
unions and urged that the people pre- 
pare to put it through. He attacked 
President Wilson’s administration from 
the day it started to date, declaring 
that though Professor Wilson had said 
the democratic platform was not made 
of molasses to catch flies, 
democrats let the flies “go to Hades un- 
til they need them again.” 

He charged Wilson with whipping 
the administration into passing the 
Aldrich money bill in the interests of 
Wall street barons, of giving money 
that belonged to the people to Ameri- 
can globe-trotters to get home from the 
war; that the country has not been 
paid back and never will be. He scored 
the Catholic church and foreign mis- 
gions, but particularly paid respects to 
the church, devoting the greater part 
of his speech to that and charging 
that the pits under the houses of 
priests in Mexico were filled with 
skeletons; that in Savannah the same 
thing had been found when a priest's 
house was torn down. 

Militarism and Catholicism. 

The Wilson policy is one of mili- 
tarism, he said, and the purpose is to 
“appoint some more Tumultys;as chap- 
lains.“ 

Every regiment formed will have a 
Catholic chaplin, he declared, and every 
chaplain, ranking as a captain, will 
give ofders within the desires of his 
creed. He said the purpose of the ad- 
ministration is to bring about a reunion 
of church and state, “for which our 
forefathers shed their blood to bring 
about a division.”

POISONED SOUP SERVED 
ARCHBISHOP’S GUESTS 


Deliberate Attempt to Murder 
Charged—Employee of the 
Club Suspected.

Chicago, February 12. — Virulent 
poison was found today by city chem - 
ists in samples of the soup served at 
the tanquet in honor vf Archbishop | 
Mundelein at the University club 
Thursday night. The discovery, cou- 
pied with the disappearance of ‘a 
kitchen employee of the club and the 
finding of similar poison in a private 
laboratory in his room, together. with 
literature classed. as anarchistic, led 
the police to believe that the illness 
which overcame more than a hundred 


of the diners was the result of a de- 
liberate attempt to poison the guests. 


Several Guests Affected. 


The nature of the poison discovered 
and fear that perhaps a slow acting 
poison had also been mingled with the 
banquet viand prompted the city health 
commissioner, Dr. John D. Robertson, 
to issue a warning to all who attended 
the banquet to place themselves imme- 
diately under the care of a physician, 
Several of the distinguished guests 
were so affected that they have not 
yet recovered. Two are still confined 
to their beds and a number of others 
today said that they still felt the ef- 
fects of the polsonous soup. 

Archbishop Mundelein was not ak 
fected. He ate very sparingly of the 
soup. The absence of Jean Crones, as- 
sistant chef at the club, was noted by 
the manager, H. J. Doherty, and his 
suspicions were aroused, 
liceman he went to Crones’ room and 
there discovered the laboratory and 
found poison flasks.

“DEATH UST” GARRID 


BY CARRANZA SOLDIER 


List Contains Names of Persons 
to Be Arrested and 
Put to Death. 


Douglas, Ariz., February 12.—Pas- 
sengers arriving here tonight on a 
train from Mexico reported they had 
talked with members of a firing squad 
of the Carranza army who were carry- 
ing a “death list” containing the names 


}of persons to be arrested and executed 


as enemies of the de facto government. 
A number of former adherents of Villa 
and of Jose Maytorena, former Villa 
governor of the state of Sonora, al- 
ready had been killed, it was learned, 
including Francis¢o, Mayotoral, at one 
time a captain in the Maytorena forces. 

Last Wednesday, the passengers said, 
the squad stopped a train on the 
Nacozari railroad south of Agua Prieta, 
Sonora, and took off a Mexican. He 


was marched a few hundred feet from 


the railway and shot. : 
Members of the squad told the pas- 
sengers, it was stated, that they were 
on the way to Nacozari to execute two 
men, and then would go to Cumpas, 
where a number wer to be killed. 


El Paso, Texas, February 12.—Ser- 
eant Manuel Rojas, former Villa sol- 
ier and later bugler in the Carranza 
army, together with four civilians, is 
to face a firing squad shortly before 
noon tomorrow, according to orders is- 
sued tonight by General Gabriel Gavira, 
commandant at Juares. 
. Rajas was sentenced to death for 
stealing ammunition, and a civilian 
named Sanchez te to pay the death 
penalty for buying it. 

The other three civilians. are to ex- 
erience the sensation of facing the 
ring squad as an “object lesson,” but 
will not be shot. They are to be ignor- 
ant of their fate until Rojds and 
Sanchez have been executed, accord- 
img to General Gavira, who is said to 
have conceived this form of punish- 
ment. They are charged with theft 
and other minor offenses.

THE ELEMENTS OF COACHING 


Bad coachin 
and good co ing has been an unob- 
served feature that has won many. I 
like to watch a hustler coaching at first 
or third, but “slap-stick” comedy isn’t 
everything. Judgment and alertness are 
important, and if these are not observ- 

one or more runs are lost. 

Coaching in the field is the more im- 
portant branch of team play. Mix-ups 
are unavoidable, but they can be re- 
duced to a minimum by a careful sys- 
tem of coaching.

He had nev- 
er ‘been shown any of the finer points 
of pitching, for success he had to de- 
pend upon natural ability, and his 
cannon ball speed was his best 
only asset. While not wild, he did not 
possess. anywhere near the control 
that his eight years as a big leaguer 
has developed. Batters soon realized 
what terrific speed he used, also knew 
ne was wild at times, with the result 
that none of them hugged the plate 
very closely. His strikeout record was 
the talk of nearly every game he 
worked. With more work than he had 
been accustomed to in the bushts, he 
gained better control.

springing step, and keen, determine 
eye;” “grim, savage.

Randall, the 
original “Nonpareil,” “undersized, and 
who looks anything but what he is— 
the king of the lightweights;“ Rich- 
mond, “the most terrible of blacks, 
with a broken thigh;” aye, and a host 
of other gladiators who passed in re- 
view before the author of Lanegro“ 
and “The Romany Rye,” each in turn 
to receive an illuminating phrase which 
has given them immortality. 

Where is the Borrow who can do a 
like service for the bruisers of Cali- 
fornia?

ie | First wrap each egg separately 

hree or four thicknesses of news- 

mers then line the basket with a 

yer of one or two inches of 8 
. Wrap each egg with 
small amount of the same material 
and place closely * rows in the bas- 
ket until all eg are in, fill up the 
space between t os eggs and the top 
of the basket with straw or excelsior. 
Then take a piece of white muslin an 
inch larger than the basket each way; 
turn under a trifle, so as to make it 
look neat, then ew over the top of 
the basket with a bagging or darning 
needle and twine, letting the cloth come 
on the inside of the basket and stitch- 
ing as smoothly as you can. Now it 
is noe for the shipping tag. With 
a penci or, Ink mark on top: With 
Care—Eggs.” 

You can use the half or bushel-size 
split gum baskets for 50 or 100-egg or- 
ders, packing in the same manner as 
for one setting, placing the eggs in

$1.25 per dozen, boxes holding 15 eggs 
each, which expedites matters some-

A GOOD PLAN FOR SETTING A HEN. 


I prefer a nice quiet hen. After a 
hen has fully made up her mind that 
she wants to set, I 1 are a fresh 
nest with new straw put into it 
a couple of china cnet. eggs. After 
dark I remove the hen to her new 
nest and if she shows any disposition 
to not be satisfied with her new quar- 
ters, I either turn the nest to the wall 
or cover the front with a sack so the 
hen cannot get out and will be in the 
dark. I leave her that hme, 4 for about 
a day, and by that time she has usually 
become satisfied with her new nest 
and will cause no further trouble. 

For nests I like plain boxes with 
the front side open, and after the hen 
hatches, take the nest out and burn 
the straw and tobaceo stems in it so 
that if there are any vermin they are 
destroyed at once and the nest is again 
ready for use. It is well to dust the 
n hen with some good lice pow- 
der, like Uncle Joe’s, at the time you 
set her, and again just before she 
hatches. 

I keep my setting hens in a house 
by themselves so the laying hens can 
not bother them. Early in the season 
it is well to have the setting hens in 
a dry, warm house, with plenty of 
dusting material convenient, and dur- 
ing warm weather provide them with 
as cool a house as you can. In mak- 
ing the nest keep them as close to 
pe round as possible, so if the hen 

an to fly or jump into the nest she 
* not apt to jar the eggs or break 
some of them. It is not good policy 
to give the hen too 3 eggs. From 
thirteen to fifteen are plenty, and you 
will get better results than if you give 
her more. Of course, a large hen will 
cover more eggs, but I prefer a small 
or medium-size hen for hatching, as a 
rule, the larger the hen, the more 
clumsy she is and the more apt to break 
the eggs, or trample the chicks, 

Now, rs. B. A. Davidson, of N. C., 
if you will follow the above sugges- 
tions I don’t think you will have any 
trouble in getting hens to set in cold 
weather where you want them to. Try 
it, and if it doesn’t work, write me 
again.

The Japanese Prima Donna. 

The featuring of the Japanese prima 
donna, Tamaki Miura, in the title role 
of Madame Butterfly” at Saturday 
matinee need be regarded as no mere 
Advertising stunt; no cheap appeal of 
inadequate realism. 

The little Oriental bears the stamp 
of the real artist. She is heralded by 
criticisms which measure her art by 
the same standards applied to the Eu- 
ropean and the American prima donna. 
Educated according to the best ‘Occi- 
dental theories, her interpretation of 
‘Madame Butterfly” is declared to be 
in harmony with the best traditions 
of Italian. singing method and with 
the histrionic traditions of the Occi- 
dental stage. Yet she merges with these 
in the part of’ Butterfly the power of 
Japanese characterization, which is in 
part, of course, an accident of birth, 
a matter of nature, but none the less 
valuable for all that. 

Of scarcely less interest is the fact 
that Riccardo Martin, who takes the 
part of the American navy officer, 
sings nothing better than the Puccini 
music and its smooth, constant flow 


generally. pleasing. probably, than the

A final distinction characteristic of 
the engagement will be the attention 
paid to consistency, beginning with the 
harmonious relation of the singer’s 
personality to the role he undertakes:

At the same time a leading southern 
paper gives a half column editorial to 
what the length of a woman’s skirt 
should be, concluding with the state- 
ment: 

“The short skirt is a real attain- 
mgnt in woman’s ‘dress emancipa- 
tion.“ It is eo sensible that wom- 
ankind should refuse to go back to 
the street-Sweeping skirts which 
she tolerated for so long à time. 
But we know full well that if 
Fashion should decree 'the flow- 
ing trains of old, the flowing 
trains of old will return to stir 
the dust of street and shop, of 
ballroom and promenade, just as 
they did aforetime.” 


Whether the gemleman in Virginſa, 
‘who evidently believes that the length 


of the skirt is an index of virtue, has 
studied the fashion of the moment I 
know not, but he has sounded the last 
ery in fashion. Four inches from 
the ground say promoters of , fash- 
jon is the length for the spring skirt. 
Whether it is his love for virtue or 
his knowledge of fashion, women 
should be flattered by his interest. In 
these troublegome times any man, 4 
law- maker representing his county in 
the legislature, willing to take the 
time to sit down and think out the kind 
of skirt a woman should wear; how 
short it should be and to make the 
stipulation that a bodice or shirt waist 
must not show more than 3 inches of 
neck is a most desirable citizen. 


But he has hardly made himself clear. 
Where does he really think a womans 
neck begins and ends? 

He measures it off in inches as if it 
might extend, if not prevented, into 
feet and yards, and yet it is not wom- 
en who are accused, most generally, of 
having “rubber necks.” 


HERE is REALLY 
THE QUESTION. 


“How much shoulder and chest?” is 
really the question when it is related 
o a woman's bodice that with which 
she adorns herself in the evening in 
fulfillment of her duty as the orna- 
ment of society and “the charmer of 
the stronger sex. Whether or not the 
‘Virginia legislature acts seriously 
upon the matter, more than one ques- 
tion would arise before definite de- 
“cision should be made. 

The editor’s statement, that despite 
the commonsense principle of the short 
skirt women would as readily take up 
she trained skirt for the street, if 
fashion decreed it, is entirely correct. 

It was a man—one of the beaux and 
wits of Chesterfield’s time I think— 
who said: “One might as well be out 
of the world as out of the fashion.” 
Men are as responsive to fashion as 
women are, especially as regards wom- 
‘en's fashions. When the narrow-bot- 
tomed skirts retarded woman’s gait 
‘not so — ago men grouped them- 
selves on the street corners and 
watched them with che same admiring 
gaze they do today, when petticoats 
are more voluminous. 

While the stylish woman is never 
frowned upon because she is stylish, 
the woman who is not stylish is fre- 
quently overlooked by men. 

e The charm of the old-fashioned girl 
‘is a sort of theory. She can dress her 
hair quaintly, wear an old-fashioned 
“gown to a costume ball and her grand- 
mother’s jewels and laces on family 
occasions, but she runs a risk even 
at a leap year ball if her gown is not 
exactly the right length and width 
‘and if she is not at least nearly—a la 
-mode. 

ARE ANKLES 

IMMORAL? 


Under the caption the “Immorality of 
Ankles“ the editor of The Philadelphia 
Public Ledger honors the incident of 
the length of a woman’s skirt with 
worse comments. He quotes from Mrs. 
Thomas A. Edison, who, with many 
‘other well-known women of the coun- 
‘try, is waging a campaign in favor of 
“the skirt four inches from the ground. 
‘Concluding he writes: 7 
[I women wear their short skirts 
‘gracefully and without Selt-conscious- 
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ness, there is no offense in it except 
to those whose morality is miscroscopic. 
Of course, as the preacher sagely re- 
marked, there is a time for everything. 
Silly women run to extremes and con- 
fuse the functions of house gown and 
street gown. But we fail to see any 
startling degeneration of the race in 
their proceedings. Four inches or six, 
what does it matter? However, the 
“nice people with nasty ideas,” at whom 
Sydney Smith directed the shafts of 
his wit, can always be counted upon to 
stir up the mud at the bottom of the 
pond.” 

So often these matters of dress do 
not come under the head of morals 
as much as under the head of good 
taste. The young girl and the woman 
still young and graceful of figure can 
wear a short skirt better than grand- 
mothers can. It is frequently women 
of the latter age who cartoon fashions, 
and bring ridicule to modes which are 
in perfect good taste-on women who 
know the “eternal fitness of things.“ 
Extremes in dress are always gauche, 
and the well dressed woman is the one 
who always avoids extremes in fash- 
ions.

CHANGES HIS MIND. 


In one of the speeches he has been 
making in the north and northwest, 
President Wilson said: 

“But, gentlemen, we must find 
means to do this thing which are 
suitable to the time and suitable to 
our own ideals.

Does anybody understand the time? 
Perhaps when you learned, as I 
dare say you did learn beforehand, 
that I was expecting to address you 
on the subject of preparedness you 
recalled the address which I made 
to congress something more than 
A year ago in which I said that 
this question of military prepared- 
ness was not a pressing question. 

But more than a year has gone by 
since then, and I would be ashamed. 

‘if A had not learned something in. 

fourteen months. The minute I 

stop changing my mind, as presi- 

dent, with the change of all the 
circumstances in the world, I will 
be a back number.“ 

This mental attitude is one which 
women have always wisely pursued. 
They have been laughed at since the 
beginning of time as the half of the 
human family, who did the very repre- 
hensible thing whenever tifey chose, of 
changing their minds. 

Ralph Waldo Emerson belfeved in 
changing the mind, that it was an ex- 
pression of growth, that probably being 
one of the reasons why he is one of 
the favorite philosophers with women. 
Just why men have chosen to take a 
sort of Rip Van Winkle sleep over what 
has been their right as well as that 
of women, can scarcely be explained. 
Yet there have béen men, history tells 
us, who died tenaciously holding to an 
opinion they knew was wrong because 
they thought it was strong to do 80. 
Often a state of utter stubbornness on 
the part of men was mistaken by them 
for great vigor of character, In reality 
the people who go through life with- 
out changing their minds are as primi- 
tive as those who would do away with 
the use of electricity, because in the 
beginning men used more primitive 
modes of life. 

They are the ones who go on egotisti- 
cally’ belieVing that there is nothing 


‘new under the sun they have not] Mr 


learned.” A new text book irritates 
them; a new method in anything they 
question, and even to read new books 
some men will tell you is waste of time, 
that the old books are the only ones, 
and that the way libraries: used to be 
directed and operated is the best way 
after all. To assume that a man could 
not change his mind in governmental 
matters and retain his dignity, in the 
condition in which the world finds it- 
self today, would indeed, as Mr. Wil-

omers the world over.

BANKER TO THE WORLD. 
The United States ig rapidly becoming 
banker to the entire world, according to a 
recent statement of Paul M. Warburg, of the 
federal reserve board. Through marvelous 
financial development of the last few months, 
Mr. Warburg looks into a future that looms 

bigger and bigger for this country. 
Of all countries of great financial devel- 
opment, England has perhaps approached 


nearest to the position of world banker. But 


even she has had to share with France, the 
United States and, to some extent, with 
Germany, the honors of world finance. 

If the war bankrupts the three great 
European powers as it has nearly done 
already, and as it must do completely with 
a few more months’ duration, it leaves the 
United States financial supremacy estab- 
lished, both by reason of the latter's unham- 
pered peaceful progress and the fact that 
European gold has poured in here in pay- 
ment for war’s necessities. 

Mr. Warburg, who is one of the coun- 
try’s most eminent financiers, takes the very 
gratifying position that we should welcome 
every possible increase in our gold resources, 
regardless of whether it comes from Eng- 
land, France or any other country. We 
were told as an argument in behalf of the 
half a billion dollar loan to the allies, that 
we should not insist on further shipments 
of gold, because it would lead to inflation. 
Mr. Warburg does not hold that view. He 
contends we should continue to demand pay- 
ment in gold, but he takes also the position 
that the United States should marshal and 
control their gold resources even to the 
extent of withdrawing all possible gold from 
the pockets of the public and holding it to 
still further strengthen the national reserve. 

The fact is, Mr. Warburg points to a 
splendid financial opportunity for this coun- 
try and he wants to see full advantage 
taken of it. He believes this can best be 
done through the continued building and 
conservation of the national gold reserve, 
and the great financial force that bas been 
created by the federal reserve bank system, 

Go ahead and get the gold; get all the 
gold you can, and when you get it protect 
it and conserve it. Let your foreign loans 
be of short duration, so that control of this 
country’s gold may be kept in case there is 
necessity for it. That is Mr. Warburg's idea, 
and it is upon that view that he bases this 
statement: 


That will give us a strategic position 
at the end of the war so strong that we 
shall be able effectively to face the va- 
rious duties that will confront us, not 
only toward our own country, but toward 
the world-at-large. If a policy of gen- 
eral conservation such as I have out- 
lined can be systematically maintained, 
thereby securing the strength of our 
banking position, we shall in due course 
reap our rewards. 


And that reward, as Mr. Warburg sees 
it, is banker to the world. Others have fore- 
seen, in a very general way, our approach 
to financial supremacy, but not with the eye 
of the trained financier, not from the view- 
point of the man accustomed to deal in 
millions, or who understands the great 
power and far-reaching effect of the federal 
reserve banking system. 

We want gold, we want all the gold we 
can get, according to Mr. Warburg, and 
when we get it we want to take good care 
of it and conserve it. The possession of it 
will place a power in our hands we can get 
in no other way; and the proper use of it 
will be not only of advantage to ourselves, 
but to other nations whose interests we 
may safeguard and protect better than has 
been done by other powers. 

Banker to the world! It is a wonderful 
opportunity that is offered us; we may have 
it if we only will. We may make it ours for 
always, if we work for it. 
grasp it now, for if we wait and do nothing 
it may slip from us before we know it.

iness men, representing, on a whole, the 
entire United States, and spéak to them. He, 
however, gave no intimation of the charac- 
ter of his address, nor did any member of 
the association know until the address was 
delivered what the president would say.

President Wilson knew when he faced

If we compare the influence of potassium, 
sodium and calcium on the development and 
growth of plants we find that the presence of 
potassium leads to a development of stems, 
flowers and fruits, or to what may de re- 
garded as the maturing of the plant, While in 
8 absence of sufficient potassium and in 

he presence of calcium and sodium the 

growth of the leaves is more directly flavor- 
ed, but the bp remains backward and im- 
mature. 1 fruit does not develop. 

It has also been established that the 
nitrogen so essential to thé life of animal and 
plant is combined with the food minerals of 
the soil in the form of nitric acid. min- 
eralg are thus taken up, not only for their 
own sake in the performing of other func- 
tions in life's processes, but also for the sake 
of the nitrogen which they must carry to the 
plant. In other words, they are nitrogen 
carriers as well as oxygen and carbon car- 
riers.

In response to the appeal of the 
women of Savannah to aid the Jewish 
war sufferers a mass meeting was held 
at which the sum of nearly $300 was 
raised. The Jewish organizations of 
the city were especially responsive. — 

Mrs. W Wilson, president of the 
Savannah Federation of Women's Or- 
ganizations, who conducted the meet- 
ing, recited its purpose as follows: 

“The cry of Jewish suffering is bein 
heard throughout the length and 


i breadth of the land, and it is but fit- 


ting that the women of these United 
States should respond to the call of 
their sisters across the seas. Hundreds 
of Jewish towns have been sacked and 
wantonly burned, and thousands of the 
women routed from their places of con- 
cealment and outraged; orgies of lust 
and torture have taken place under the 
open sky in the light of day. We are 
told that women too old to appeal to 
the sensulalists have been arfven un- 
der the erack of the whip, half-naked 
and starving, along the roads. All the 
women in the war zone have suffered, 
but none in any degree comparable ‘to 
the sufferings of the Jews. 
Seven millions of the race (about 
one-half of the Jewish population of 
the world) have borne the brunt of the 


war in eastern Europe. f 


When the war began they found 
themselves absolutely shut off from all 
neutral lands and from the sea, and 
were overwhelmed where they stood.

child can digest. becomes a burden, 


and, as a result, a disordered condi- 


tion in the stomach follows. The re- 
sult of a long period of over-feeding 
usually is loss of appetite. 

If a child seems well in all re- 
pets, and thé only alarming eymp- 
tum is logs of appetite, it can usually 
be remedied by giving food at reg- 
ular hours, the intervals being longer 
than before, and the food should be 
weakened for Infants and smaller 
quantities given to older children. 
Never should a child be coaxed or 
bribed to eat, for often more harm 
than good fs done by this.

Indigestion is the result of bad 
methods of feeding. Rapid eating; 
1 one kind of food; in- 
sufficient mastication, eating between 
meals and overinduigence in sweets,
